city at a reasonable figure and that 
thé small private holders would proba- 
bly follow suit. 

A. D. Cunningham, secretary of the 
Botanical Garden Beard says that insti- 
tution is willing to sell if the city should 
desire its lots for park purposes. Offi- 
clals of the Terminal Realty company 
Say that corporation now has no use 
for its levee lots, as the purpose for 
which they were acquired has been 
abandoned, It, too, would probably be 
willing to sell. 

The Terminal Realty company is a 
holding company for the Terminal Rail- 
way Association. Julius S. Walsh, presi- 
dent of the realty company, is chairman 
of the board of the railway company. 

Mr. Cunningham says $200 a foot was 
paid for the last levee lot purchased by 
his association. This was improved with 
a two-story brick building in rentable 
condition. It represents probably the 
highest price paid for any of the prop- 
erty in the district whicn it is proposed 
to beautify. 


Could Buy at Small Expense. 


A few of the lots are unimproved 
and others are topped with ramshackle 
Structures which are practically value- 
less. The ground itself, between Wal- 
nut street and Washington avenue, is 
assessed, except at the corners of in- 
tersecting streets, at only $45 a front 
foot. 


In some instances the assessment is 


as low as $35 a front foot. 

The seven blocks separating Walnut 
street from Washington avnue contain 
1976 front feet. At the top price of $200 
it would require less than $400,000 to pur- 
chase the entire strip. Real-estate ex- 
perts say it ought to be acquired by 
the city for $300,000 or less. 

That is less than half the amount it 
is designed to spend for the purchase of 
the old Fair Grounds for park purposes,

They 
are a noxious lot at present and they 
are usually surrounded with levee 
roustabouts.

Before shooting himself Thursday, 
Martin Stich wrtoe a letter in which 
he asked that he be buried in a nice 
white coffin, that a white hearse be 
used for his funeral and that there be 
“plenty of roses.” 

The only suggestion of a motive for 
his act was in the opening of his letter, 
where he formally addressed it to his 
relatives and “to my lost sweetheart.” 
He requested that the note be published 
in the Post-Dispatch. 


Stich shot himself in the temple in 
his room over the saloon at 1021 South 
Eleventh street, where he worked as 
bartender. He died at the City Hos- 
pital three hours later. 


Wanted Letter Published. 

The letter, which lay open by his side 
when his employer, Ed Schubert broke 
in the door and found him lying un- 
conscious, was as follows: 

“Please have this published in the 
Post-Dispatch. 

“The will of your son and brother, 
Martin Stich. 

“Father, sisters and brother, friends 
and also my lost sweetheart: 

“I now thank you one and all for all 
the favors you have done me. I am 
leaving this wide world because I am 
disgusted, and all in. 

“I hope I will be forgiven for all the 
wrongs I have done. 

“I think when I am dead I will rest 

in peace forever, and never have to 
worry about any troubles or work. 
“It will never be known where I re- 
ceived the gun I will do this with. If 
the first shot doesn’t kill, the second 
will.

RESIGNS POSITION HERE 





Man of Conscience and Cour- 
age, Persistent for St. 
Louis’ Good. 





D. O. Ives, who has resigned as traf- 
fic manager of the Wabash Railroad to 
become chairman of the Classification 
Committee in New York, is one of the 
men who served St. Louis business in- 
terests with great ability when aid was 
most needed in the abolition of the 
bridge arbitrary and in bringing St. 
Louis into closer touch with the East. 

When the Municipal Bridge and Ter- 
minals Commission was fighting to place 
St. Louis on the same rate basis as 
East St. Louis, Mr. Ives was chairman 
of the sub-committee, and business men 
of St. Louis are agreed in their testi- 
mony that Mr. Ives proved by his serv- 
ices to be one of the most useful citi- 
zens St. Louis ever had. 

In speaking of Mr. Ives’ aid to St. 
Louis business interests at a critical 
time, Robert H. Whitelaw said: 

“IT cannot express my regret that D. 
O. Ives is to leave the Wabash” system 
and St. Louis. Mr. Ives was an ap- 
pointment of F. A. Delano, president of 
the Wabash system, and had his con- 
fidence and support. Anticipating the 
necessities of terminal development, the 
Wabash provided extensive terminals in 
North St. Louis, and Mr. Ives’ co-opera- 
tion with the Municipal Bridge and 
Terminals Commission made possible 
the abolition of the bridge arbitrary, 
now accomplished and effective, and the 
saving to the commercial interests of 
St. Louis of about $2,000,000 a year. 


Conscientious and Fearless. 


“Mr, Ives was a St. Louis man and 
understood transportation problems 
here. He was consctentious and fear- 
loss enough to insist upon the rights of 
St. Louis business men while at the 


same time protecting the interests of 


the property he represented.”’ 


Albert T. Perkins, railroad expert, and 
former adviser to the Municipal Bridge 
and Terminals Commission, comment- 
ey Poss Mr. Ives’ services to St. Louis, 
said: 

“Mr. Ives, in his broad-minded way, 
appreciated that the indefinite continu- 
ance of a situation so illogical of it- 
self and ceaselessly burdensome and 
annoying to the business interests of 
St. Louis as the bridge arbitrary could 
not be advantageous to.the railroad 
interests. He saw that to make the 
most of St. Louis traffic from a rail- 
road standpoint, as well as from a puo- 
lic standpoint, St. Louis business should 
be recognized as St. Louis business; 
that ample facilities should be _ pro- 
vided in St. Louis proper, as well as in 
East St. Louis, to care for St. Louis 
business, and that there should be a 
one-rate basis for the whole St. Louis 
business district. 

‘4n this he was entirely in line with 
the progressive Delano management of 
the abash System, which has pushed 
the development both of individual Wa- 
bash facilities and of joint Terminal 
Association facilities in St. Louis. 


Effectively Persistent. 


‘“‘Mr. Ives, therefore, co-operated very 
heartily in the worx of the Municipal 
Bridge and Terminals Commission of 
bringing about che St. Louis bill of 
lading and the abolition of the bridge 
arbitraries on business between S8t. 
Louis and the East. He has acted 
much of the time as chairman of the 
subcommittee apr ited by the Gen- 
eral Committee of Executive Traffic 
Officers of Bastern lines, to treat with 
the Muntcipal Commission from time to 
time in the adjustment of these mat- 
ters. 

“His clear-cut and convincing state- 
ments and the characteristic way in 
which he keeps after what he sees io 
be the right adjustments until they are 
actually brought about,.have been of 
the greatest help to the Municipal 
Commission and the St. Louis business 
public, in attaining uring the past two 
years the ends that had been sought 
for so many years.”’

EADING a meter ms a ‘very 
mysterious process tb anyone not 
accustomed to it, but every con- 

sumer of electricity should be ablé to 
read his meter record of consumption 
und check up the work of the company’s 
men who may grow careless. In Popu- 

lar Electricity the following simple di-, 
rections are given: 

Question.—-How do you read a” wattmeter 
and tell how much current is consumed each 
month?—W. H. W. 

Answer.—Electricity is measured in 
kilowatt hours. At the top of the meter 
are located the four dials, as shown in 
the cut. The dial at the left measures

the second dial from the left, the thou- 
sands, the third dial, the hundreds, and 
the fourth the tens. Now suppose that 
you wish to itnc hc... much current is 
consumed in a month, and that the dials 
> age beginning stand as shown in the 
cut. 








In reauing the dials it will be seen 
that less than 10,000 kilowatt hours are 
registered as the pointer on the first dial 
at the left stands between 0 and 1 
Looking at the next dial the pointer 
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stands between 1 and 2, so that there 
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are over 1000 kilowatt hours and under 





2000 registered. Looking at the third 
dial the pointer is betaween 5 and 6, so 
there are so far a little over 1500 kilo- 
watt hours registered. The amount over 
is registered on the tens dial, and as 
the pointer stands on 8 this alal reads 
80. The complete reading ‘' therefore 
1580 kilowatt ours. This is at the be- 
ginning of the month. At e end of 
the month read the meter again in the 
same manner. Suppose the reading is 
2340. The difference between the two 
readings is 760 kilowatt hours, the 
amount used during the month. The 
Ccifference between any two readings of 
the wattmeter gives the amount of cur/ 
rent consumed during the time elapsed 
between the two readings.

SEFS WORK OF ENEMIES 
Peirl Patterson, ‘Who Won 
Fame as a Billiardist, Blames 
Gossip for Attack. 





Miss Virginia Conrad, who weighs 9 
pounds, was more than a match for 260- 
peund Pearl Patterson, formerly a St. 
Louis policeman, when she attacked 
Pearl on a busy street at Jerseyville, 
Til. 

A dainty, lace-trimmed parasol was 
the weapon with which she forced the 
big man to retreat and seek refuge in a 
saloon. 

“He knew I wouldn’t follow him in 
there,”” she said as she stood in front 
of the saloon and brandished the para- 
acl. After waiting half an hour for 
Patterson to come out, Miss Conrad re- 
luctantly went home. 

She is a small brunette with big brown 
eyes. 

Kept Appointment at Saloon. 

Mr. Patterson had been talking about 
me and I resolved to put a stop to it,” 
she said to a Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent. “I asked him to meet me at State 
and Pearl streets Wednesday afternoon. 
This he promised to do, but instead of 
on arriving at the corner 
I saw him standing in front of Bart- 
lett's saloon. 

‘I went over and tried to talk with 
him, but he denied everything, and 
stated he had never said a word about 
me. I struck him sevéral times over 
the head and face with my parasol. He 
tried to take the parasol away from me, 
but I was too quick for him. He then 
ran into the saloon.” 

Patterson was born and reared in Jer- 
seyville. He returned there 18 months 
ago after resigning from the St. Louis 
police force. 

Sees, Work of His E.nemies. 

‘'T never talked about Miss Conrad,” 
he said. “It is a job put up on me by 
someone who wants to injure me. 
Somebody has been quoting me as say- 
ing bad things about the young woman. 
No doubt she thought I had. I have 
known her about a year. 

“Wednesday afternoon I was at home 
when the telephone bell rang. It was 
Miss Conrad who called. She said she 
wanted to see me at State and Pearl 
streets. I supposed that she just want- 
ed to have a friendly talk and I kept 
the appointment. 

‘When I reached the corner she was 
there. I stepped forward to speak to 
her and I was lifting my hat when she 
struck me with her parasol. 

‘T didn’t want to fight with a woman— 
so I ran away.” 

Fatterson is more than six feet tall. 
In St. Louis he gained fame as a Dil- 
Hard player. 


FIVE DEAD, SCORE HURT, 
BY EXPLOSION AND FIRE 


Mother and Four Children Perish 
in Chicago Chemical Plant 


‘ Disaster. 


CHICAGO, June 25.—Five persons 
are known to be dead and more than 
a score were injured, several of them 


seriously, as the result of an explosion 
followed by fire in a five-story build- 
ing, the upper floors of which were 
used as a boarding house, at 178 

ron street today. 

The explosion occurred in the plant 
of the Pabst Chemical Co. on the 
ground floor. 

The déad are all members of the 
same family and include the mother 
and four children. They were found 
by firemen in the rear of the third 
floor. 

Other occupants of the boarding 
house found their exit by the stair- 
ways cut off by flames and descended 
fire escapes. Several were Overcome 
by smoke and heat and were rescued 
by police and firemen, while others 
jJumped:from windows.
